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TOWN  JOURNAL 

A  special  town  meeting  was  held  on  January  16th  to  vote 
on  30  proposed  amendments  to  the  1936  Zoning  Ordinance.  On- 
ly two  of  the  thirty  proposed  amendments  passed:  one  which 
permits  in  any  zone,  greenhouses,  cemeteries,  hospitals,  sanitar- 
iums, homes  for  the  elderly  and  buildings  for  municipal  use. 
The  other  amendment  permits  in  any  zone,  partial  use  of  a  home 
by  a  resident  for  consulting  and  professional   uses. 

Memorial  observances  were  well  attended  on  the  Sunday 
before  Memorial  Day.  A  parade  in  the  village  was  made  up  of 
a  color  guard  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  from  Bennington, 
a  firing  squad  from  the  Antrim  American  Legion,  the  Peterbor- 
ough School  Band  and  Boy  Scout  and  Cub  Scout  groups.  Ap- 
propriate ceremonies  were  conducted  at  the  cemeteries,  at  the 
World  War  I  memorial  at  Stephenson  Memorial  Library,  at  the 
World  War  II  memorial  at  the  State  Park  and  at  Otter  Lake 
for  the  Naval  veterans. 

On  May  4th  the  first  passenger  train  in  14  years,  and  prob- 
ably the  last,  passed  through  Greenfield.  The  train  was  made 
up  of  five  self-propellel  Budd  cars  and  carried  300  passengers 
on  a  Railroad  Enthusiasts  excursion  from  Nashua  to  Hillsboro. 

The  annual  Fourth  of  July  Whing  Ding  was  a  one-day 
celebration  this  year  and  as  in  previous  years  was  sponsored  by 
the  Recreation  Committee.  Attractions  included  a  midway  on 
the  common,  a  Little  League  baseball  game,  a  parade  of  32 
units,  a  chicken  barbecue  luncheon,  music  by  three  bands  dur- 
ing the  afternoon,  a  penny  sale,  exhibition  square  dancing,  a 
country  supper,  a  rock-and-roll  dance  and  fireworks.  Cloudy, 
threatening  weather  was  probably  responsible  for  a  smaller-than- 
usual  daytime  attendance,  estimated  at  3,000.  The  evening  at- 
tendance for  the  fireworks  was  estimated  at  5,000.  $1,044.87  was 
realized. 

On  January  31st  the  Greenfield  School  District  voted  to 
join  the  Contoocook  Valley  Co-operative  School  District  and 
to  convey  its  property  to  the  new  Co-operative  District.  At  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  school  year  on  July  1st,  participation  ended 
with  Union  63  which  was  made  up  of  Francestown,  Greenfield, 
Greenville,  Lyndeboro,  Mason,  New  Ipswich,  Temple  and  Wil- 
ton. On  that  date  the  Greenfield  District  became  a  part  of  the 
new  Contoocook  Valley  Co-operative  School  District  consisting 
of  Antrim,  Bennington,  Dublin,  Francestown,  Greenfield,  Han- 
cock, Peterborough,  Sharon  and  Temple.  During  the  summer 
at  the  schoolhouse,  improvements  were  made  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Contoocook  Valley  Co-operative  School  District.  Two 
additional  rooms,  one  for  a  library  and  one  for  remedial  reading, 


were  partitioned  off  in  the  basement.  A  bulkhead  was  installed, 
the  furnace  was  enclosed  with  fireproof  materials  and  the  oil 
tank  was  relocated  outside  the  building. 

The  Rev.  Frank  W.  Sherman  resigned  as  minister  of  the 
Union  Congregational  Church  on  January  14th.  The  church 
received  a  memorial  gift  of  an  amplification  system. 

Stephenson  Memorial  Library  was  opened  for  additional 
hours  during  the  week  and  a  children's  story  hour  on  Saturdays 
was  instituted,  thanks  to  work  on  a  volunteer  basis  by  Miss  Ruth 
W.   Merrill. 

Five-tenths  of  a  mile  of  the  New  Boston  road  was  improved 
to  a  Class  V  road. 

Two  more  air  packs  for  protection  against  smoke  inhalation 
were   added   to   the  firemen's   equipment. 

At  the  State  Park,  a  self-guiding  nature  trail  was  developed 
around  Hog  Back  Pond. 

The  Woman's  Club  assumed  sponsorship  of  the  dental  clinic 
for  the  elementary  school  children  on  an  annual  basis.  The  Club 
purchased  a  ten-quart  food  mixer  for  the  school  lunch  program 
and  provided  wood  chips  for  mulch  around  the  foundation  plant- 
ings at  the  town  hall.  For  Stephenson  Memorial  Library,  the 
Woman's  Club  purchased  a  typewriter  and  a  table. 

A  Greenfield  Home  Economics  Extension  Group  was  organ- 
ized with  15  members. 

The  Sunset  Manor  Nursing  Home,  owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  L.  Conley,  expanded  to  a  10  bed  unit  and  became  a 
licensed  nursing  home. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  continual  increase  in  the 
activities  at  Crotched  Mountain  Foundation  Center.  Both  the 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  School  of  Special  Education  have 
a  capacity  enrollment  with  120  students  for  the  Deaf  and  60  in 
the  School  of  Special  Education. 

Major  Jarvis  M.  Adams  received  a  degree  of  Master  of  Bus- 
iness Administration  from  Harvard  School  of  Business  Adminis- 
tration in   1967. 

The  following  young  men  were  inducted  into  the  U.S.  Armed 
Forces:  Brent  Gagnon,  George  F.  Shea,  Jr.,  Roland  Simoneau, 
Army;  Dean  P.   Russell,  Jr.,  Air  Force;  Daniel  Sullivan,  Navy. 

New  homes  were  built  by  Thomas  M.  Coughlin  and  by 
Richard  Metivier.  Robert  W.  Fortin's  house  was  finished.  Ben 
Sanford  converted  his  warehouse  into  a  dwelling.

The  first  article  of  the  Town  Warrant  will  be  to  choose  Town 
Officers.

Recess  until  seven 
thirty  p.m.  when  Article  2  and  remaining  articles  of  the  Warrant 
will  be  acted  upon.

The  meeting  opened  at  10:30  a.m.  with  Monderator,  Frank 
A.  Hopkins  leading  the  Lord's  Prayer.  The  checklist,  containing 
431  names,  was  attested  to  by  Frederick  Y.  Briscoe.  The  mod- 
erator read  the  Warrant  through  Article  1.  It  was  voted  to  dis- 
pense with  the  reading  of  the  whole  warrant  and  the  Challen- 
ging act.  The  warrant  was  attested  to,  and  the  polls  were  opened. 

315  ballots  for  town  officers  were  cast.  193  Republican  and 
83  Democrat  ballots  were  cast  in  the  Preferential  Primary. 

The  polls  were  closed  at  6  p.m.  while  the  ballots  were  count- 
ed.

charges  arising  from  v/ithin  the  Town.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3:  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Passed  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Article  4:  Mrs.  Amsden,  speaking  for  the  auditors,  cited 
corrections  in  the  Library  Trustee's  Report.  Mrs.  Anna  Chute 
called  attention  to  items  that  had  been  omitted  in  the  written 
report,  but  said  that  all  totals  were  correct  as  printed. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the  reports  of  all  Town 
officers,  auditors,  and  committees  as  printed.  Passed  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Article  5:  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $9,000.00  for  the  Winter  maintenance  of  high- 
ways. Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6:  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $9,000.00  for  Summer  maintenance  of  high- 
ways. Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
the  article  concerning  the  purchase  of  an  overhead  door  for  the 
Town  Barn.  Mr.  Metevier  and  Trooper  Loomis  spoke  for  its  need. 
The  motion  was  defeated. 

A  second  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $425.00  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  said  door.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  8:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1500.00  for  Tarring.  Mr.  Metevier  and 
Mr.  Shea  explained  that  this  action  was  essential  in  order  to 
keep  Class  V  aid  from  the  State.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  9:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  control  of  dust.  Passed  in 
the   affirmative. 
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Article  10:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $763.49,  provided  the  State  contributes 
$5,089.91  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways.  Passed  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  11:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article  to  apply  TRA  funds  toward  improving  the  South 
Francestown  Road.  Mr.  Donald  Davis  explained  the  TRA  pro- 
gram, how  it  has  been  applied  in  Greenfield  in  past  years,  and 
spoke  of  the  unsafe  conditions  that  exist  on  the  South  Frances- 
town  Road.  Other  poor  road  conditions  were  mentioned,  includ- 
ing the  Old  New  Boston  Road,  which  is  a  school  bus  route,  and 
on  which  TRA  money  has  already  begun  to  work. 

The  motion  to  pass  over  the  article  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  12:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  a 
deed  for  part  of  the  Richard  Merrill  land,  if  it  is  offered;  said 
land  to  be  used  only  for  relocation  of  the  South  Francestown 
Road.  The  motion  did  not  pass. 

Article  13:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article  which  dealt  with  the  use  and  liability  of  the  South 
Francestown  Road,  had  Articles  11  and  12  passed.

Article  14:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $125.00  for  one  year,  for  Pine  Blister  Rust 
Control.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  15:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1500.00  for  the  support  of  the  Police 
Department.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  16:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $175.00  for  the  Monadnock  Region  As- 
sociation. Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  17:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment.

Article  18:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  put  in  escrow  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  fire  truck.   Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  19:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  purchase  Forest  fire  fighting 
equipment.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  20:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  personal  fire  fighting  pro- 
tection equipment.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  21:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Select- 
men appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  study  the  need  of  a  new  fire 
department    building.    Passed    in  the   affirmative. 

Article  22:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article  to  raise  funds  for  Memorial  Day  celebration.  John 
Delay  Sr.  explained  that  it  was  shameful  to  raise  funds  for  me- 
morial services  to  which  local  veterans  and  townspeople  did  not 
lend  their  personal  support.  The  motion  did  not  pass. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  $125.00  for  Me- 
morial Day,  and  cut  down  the  usual  program.  After  Trooper 
Ernest  Loomis  volunteered  to  be  Marshal  of  the  parade  and 
head  a  committee  to  organize  the  celebration,  the  motion  was 
withdrawn  and  remade.  The  new  motion  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $225.00  for  Memorial  Day  passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Article  23:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  support  of  Stephenson 
Memorial  Library.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  24:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  lega- 
cies and  gifts  given  to  the  Town  in  trust  or  otherwise  by  any 
individuals.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  25:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  Town  Property  acquired  by  the  Tax 
Collector's  Deeds.   Passed   in   the  affirmative. 

Article  26:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  Town  poor.  Passed  in 
the   affirmative. 

Article  27:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  change  the  grade  on  Slip 
Road  in  front  of  the  Mason  house  and  to  widen  the  road  over 
the  culvert  opposite  the  former  freight  house,  in  the  interest  of 
making  the  much-traveled  road  more  safe.  Passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Article  28:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  continue  work  on  the  side- 
walk on  Forest  Road.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  29:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  repair  the  fence  at  Greenvale 
Cemetery.    Passed   in   the   affirmative. 

Article  30:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article  proposing  some  new  streetlighting.  Passed  in  the  af- 
firmative. 
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Article  31:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  establish  a  contingency  fund 
for  emergency  needs  of  Town  government.  Motion  did  not  pass. 

Article  32:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article  requesting  funds  to  employ  a  Town  bookkeeper.  Passed 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  33:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,695.84,  plus  interest  of  $125.65,  to  be 
paid  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Malcolm  Atherton  for  overassessment  of  their 
property  in  the  years  1964,  1965,  and  1966.  Passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Article  34:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  from  the  ac- 
cumulated interest  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  pay  for  re- 
pairs to  the  Highway  Department  Grader.  Passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Article  35:  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  pass  over 
this  article  to  raise  money  for  Civil  Defense.  Selectman  Chute 
explained  that  this  was  for  expenses  already  incurred  by  the  pre- 
vious Civil  Defense  director.  Motion  did  not  pass. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300.00  for  Civil  Defense.  Passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  36:  It  was  suggested  that  the  Youth  Corps  be  con- 
sidered for  doing  community  projects,  such  as  the  repairing  and 
painting  of  Greenvale  Cemetery  fences. 

The  community  thanked  the  Selectmen  and  other  Town 
officers  for  getting  the  Town  reports  out  in  time. 

Dorothy  Gilbert  reported  that  the  committee  for  studying 
parking  in  Town  has  been  actively  considering  different  plans 
throughout  the  year. 

At  9:55  the  meeting  recessed  to  count  the  National  ballots. 
Newly  elected  officers  were  called  forth  and  sworn  in.  At  12:50 
a.m.,  March   13,  the  1968  Town  Meeting  was  adjourned.

Our  receipts  in  1968  exceeded  those  of  1967  by  $19,855  and

REPORT  OF 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  —  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of 
fires  increase  in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our 
state  is  growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all  must  be 
aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  lighting  matches  is  an  adventure, 
burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A  little  older 
we  like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for 
a  smoke  but  fire  and  forests  get  together  for  another  statistic. 
We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and 
the  dead  grass,  result — escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 
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With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  woodlands 
and  with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the  back  yard 
of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary  that  everyone  be  aware 
all  through  the  fire  season,  which  comes  with  the  disappearance 
of  the  snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful  with  outdoor  fires  and  fire 
sources. 

The  following  will  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To    never   discard   lighted   smoking   material  from   a   car 
or  while  walking   through   fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump. 
If  you  must  burn — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  war- 
den for  all  debris  burning  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow.  Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces 
or  in  charcoal  brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard  is  per- 
mitted  on   notification   of   the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burn- 
ing of  household  rubbish  on  grass  by  householders  be- 
tween 9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  before  you 
light   the   match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire  war- 
den or  fire  department. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column 
and  save  your  tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield : 

I  submit  this  abbreviated  report  relative  to  the  activities  of 
the  School  District  from  the  time  of  the  final  School  District 
Meeting  held  in  March,  1968,  until  June  30.  At  this  time  the 
Contoocook  Valley  School  District  assumed  full  operating  re- 
sponsibilities for  schools  in  Greenfield. 

All  plans  for  closing  out  of  the  District  proceeded  as  were  pro- 
jected except  that  late  in  the  fiscal  year  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission, Municipal  Accounting  Division,  indicated  that  it 
would  be  a  physical  impossibility  for  their  office  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  District  because  of  insufficient  personnel,  Local 
School  Boards,  therefore,  assumed  the  responsibility  for  finding 
local  auditors  to  conduct  a  careful  and  detailed  audit.  This  audit 
was  completed,  is  reported  herein,  and  met  all  state  require- 
ments. 

The  accounts  of  the  District  were  closed  in  good  order  pro- 
viding a  net  balance  in  Greenfield  of  $2,317.19.  This  balance 
developed  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  district  did  not  vote  to 
provide  any  additional  money  for  unexpected  developments 
that  might  occur  betweem  the  time  of  the  March  meeting  and 
the  end  of  the  school  year.  As  provided  by  an  article  that  was 
in  the  warrant,  this  net  balance  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Contoocook  Valley  School  District  and  has  been  credited  to- 
ward Greenfield's  share  of  funds  necessary  for  operating  the 
Contoocook  Valley  District  in  1968-69. 

All  Treasurers  Reports  and  Bookkeeping  Reports  of  the 
School  District  have  been  stored  within  the  community  at  the 
Selectmen's  Office  and  should  be  on  hand  for  a  period  of  seven 
years. 

Copies  of  all  recent  Town  Reports  are  filed  in  the  Superin- 
tendent of  School's  Office  in  Wilton  and  are  available  for 
transfer  to  the  Contoocook  Valley  School  District  Office. 

All  registers  for  Greenfield,  such  as  they  exist,  are  also  at  the 
Supervisory  Union  Office  in  Wilton  and  should  be  transferred 
to  the  Conval  Office. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  transfer  of  administrative 
responsibility  from  the  town  district  to  the  Contoocook  Valley 
School  District  has  been  made  with  minimal  problems  and 
confusion.
